Coal and Railways. 
For several months there has been 
marked discontent in the British coal 
mines and on the railways. The problem 


of the mining industry is particularly diffi- | 
cult. Something is radically wrong. Men 
are working in the pits in Scotland and 
elsewhere for a couple of pounds a week ; 
owners declare that they are losing money 
on their industry; yet coal is being 
retailed in Dublin at a cost of two pounds 
twelve shillings and sixpence per ton. 
On Sunday two important meetings were 
held—one in the neighbourhood of Don- 
caster, where Mr. A. J. Cuok, General | 
Secretary of the Miners’ Federation, made 
a bellicose speech, and the other in 
Glasgow, where the Independent Labour 
Party declared itself once more in favour 
of complete nationalisation of the coal 
mines. The tone of the speeches at 
both meetings was the same. Mr. Cook 
announced that he would do everything 
in his power to prevent the miners 
from striking by themselves, and said 
that an immediate effort was about to be 
made to secure the active sympathy of the 
railwaymen, the dockers, and, indeed, of 
the whole Labour movement, “ political, 
industrial, national and international,” 
before the signal would be given for a 
strike. At the Glasgow meeting Messrs. 
Shinwell and Smillie spoke in like terms, 
leaving little doubt in the minds of their 
hearers that, if present grievances are not 
remedied in the meanwhile, an attempt 
will be made to organise a general strike 
before next July. 

The National Union of Railwaymen 
held a meeting at Brighton, where en- 
thusiasm was displayed for the “all 
grades’’ programme, which involves a 
substantial increase of wages all round. 
The delegates, who represented nearly 
half a million railway workers, passed 4 
unanimous resolution in favour of 
nationalisation, and Mr, W. Dobbie, their 
chairman, made no secret of the fact that, 
if certain negotiations, which will begin 
early next month, do not come to a 
successful conclusion, a strike policy will 
b> advocated. Thus Britain is faced with 
the possibility of two great industrial up- 
heavals during the present year. If the 
two unions join forces, a very grave situa: 
tion will arise. because the dockers and 
transport workers hardly could remain 
outside such a powerful combination; and

the market for export coal is scarcely 
sufficient to justify the continuance of the 
industry on its pre-war scale. Nothing 
can be gained by attacks on the owners 
or by clamour for nationalisation. Until 
world conditions i:a, rove very consider- 
ably there can. be no chance of a real 
revival of trade in the coal-fields, and 
even the spate of Clydeside oratory will 
not cause orders to flow from an im- 
poverished Continent. Nearly all the 
wealthy shipping firms are making them- 
selves independent of coal by the conver- 
sion of their steamers into oil-burners, 
and the general tendency nowadays to 
electrify railways is hitting the coal trade 
very hardly. In the circumstances the 
only hope for the colliers is co-operation 
with the owners. . Anything in the nature 
of a strike would be disastrous not only 
for the men themselves, but for the whole 
country. 


The Slums of Dublin. 


It is the hidden Dublin which houses 
the greater part of the population. Long 
terraces of tall mansions, now crumbling 
with age and neglect, are lit in all their 
dirty, curtainless and broken windows 
with the miserable yellow flicker that tells 
how families are dwelling in every room. 
The doorways stand open, and through 
them passes a ceaseless tide of squalid 
traffic. Noise, dirt and moral ugliness 
oppress the beholder, but most terrible 
of all is the reflection that amid this 
human warren innumerable children are 
born and reared, These tenements, that 
shock the casual visitor, are the familiar 
world in which young lives are shaped, 
and we, a Christian people, are in- 
different. In the moving account of child. 
life in the slums which he gave yesterday 
to the Dublin Rotary Club Dr. Brian 
Crichton asked the fortunate classes to 
set their hands to the remedy of this 
evil. At present Dublin is permitting a 
breeding-ground of idleness and discontent 
to flourish at its heart. III-nourished, 
ignorant, dirty and distracted children 


cannot be expected to develop into sturdy, 


seli-respecting and industrious workers. 
In facing this great problem—one of the 
biggest social problems in all Europe— 
every class has a responsibility. At the 
root of the evil stands the shortage of 
houses. Dr. Crichton praised the ad- 
mirable endeavours of the Reverend D. H. 
Hall to get houses built for the classes 
that dwell at present in flats and apart- 
ments. We shall believe that the spirit 
of charity is a living force in Dublin when 
Mr. Hall's example is followed by large, 
organised effort. The building of more 
suburban dwellings at once would lessen 
the pressure on the centre of the city and 
would provide employment for classes now 
in distress. Yet it is not enough. that 
public-spirited persons should invest 
money in their own city. A duty not 
less imperative lies on the workers them- 
selves. Building is dearer in Dublin than 
in prosperous English cities; for the 
workers demand higher rates of pay and 
render smaller return. As Dr. Crichton 
pointed out, the number of houses that 
are being built with a given capital might 
t increased if the workers would give a 
larger output for their high wages.’ By 
working more energetically they would 
help the suffering masses and would do 
their special part to save the city. After 
housing comes the feeding of the people. 
It is deplorable to realise that middle- 
men and others can be found to profit by 
selling inferior milk and over-priced meat 
and vegetables to the impoverished masses. 
Th: people themselves need instruction in 


the first principles of diet. Every person 


familiar with the life. of the slums can 
tell that the poor have a habit of buying 
the most extravagant and least nourishing 
foods because they are easily prepared. 
Children are subjected to disease and 
accustomed to hunger through the 
ignorance of their parents. Thus proceeds 
the debasement of the race and the decay 
of our capital, while from the upper 
windows of the wretched tenements may 
be seen the spacious meadows of a land 
rich in milk, eggs and corn.

Coast Pollution. 


The increasing use of oil-burning ships 
has been followed by a new menace to 
health and comfort. In some busy avenues 
of maritime traffic the discharge of oil 
from ships has polluted the coasts, inter- 
fering with the fishermen’s industry, 
routing bathers from their summer haunts, 
and dragging the innocent sea-birds to a 
slimy death. Two or three years ago many 
birds perished from this cause on the coast 
of Wicklow. In spite of the Oil in 
Navigable Waters Act, which came into 
operation last year, the nuisance continues. 
The Act made provision for the safeguard- 
ing of British harbours from oil waste, 
and has been enforced strictly ; but it now 
appears that oil discharged from shipping 
at a considerable distance from land may 
be carried ashore by ocean currents and 
tidal streams. The problem has been con- 
sidered by a joint committee of the British 
Chamber of Shipping and the Liverpool 
Steam Ship Owners’ Association. Ita 
report, which was published yesterday, 
says that merchant ships are comparatively 
blameless in the matter of pollution. The 
chief offenders are oil-tank vessels, those 
which carry fuel oil and water alterna- 
tively in their ballast tanks, and naval 
ships. The committee holds that, as re- 
gards the high seas, legislation is needed 
only for crude petroleum and for fuel and 
Diesel oil. It suggests that a radius of 
150 miles from the nearest coast shall be 
adopted internationally as the limit within 
whieh the discharge of such oil shall be 
prohibited. Within the last three days 
masses of heavy oil have invaded the beach 
at Dover, and huge patches of oil are re- 
ported in the English Channel.

INTER-ALLIED DEBTS.

It is anderstood that at the meeting of 
the Cabinet on Wednesday some time wil! 
be given to a discussion on the draft pre- 
pared by the Prime Minister, the Chan- 
cellor bf the Exchequer and the Foreign 
Secretary of a statement of policy to be 
made presently behalf of the British 
Government concerning inter-Allied debts. 
The document has been prepared in answer 
to a request made from Paris, and it is 
hoped that its character will end any 
doubts entertained by the French Govern- 
ment as to the attitude of this country. 
The British point of view is so clearly set 
forth that it is also hoped that the state- 
ment will be satisfactory as a basis on 
which France can make an offer for a debt 
settlement. 


Mr. Asqaith’s Peerage. 


Mrs. Asquith had something to say to- 
day about her husband’s peerage, and we 
learn that it is the direct gift of the 
King, the offer having been made some time 
ago; and Mr. Asquith had made up his 
mind to accept it before he went for his 
holiday to Egypt. Naturally, remarks Mrs. 
Asquith, he thought over this definite step 
in his political career for a long time, but 
he actually made up his mind to go to the 
House of Lords three months ago. Mrs. 
Asquith also says that her husband ia 
keeping very fit. Many Bus go the 
rounds concerning his state of health, but. 
as a matter of fact, he is always well. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Asquith have been 
overwhelmed with letters and telegrams of 
congratulation. 

Speculation to-day deals largely with 
the personality of the sponsors of the new 
Earl of Oxford when he takes his seat in 
the House of Lords next month. One sug- 
gestion is that the Prince of Wales may be 
one of the Peers to escort Lord Oxford up 
the floor of the House, but this, I think, 
is unlikely. Earl Grey and Earl Balfour 
are quite possible, since they are of the 
same rank and old friends. When Lord 
Oxford takes his seat in the House of 
Lords he will form one of the tiny band 
of Peers who have been Prime Minister, 
consisting of Lord Rosebery and Lord 
Balfour. Lord Rosebery, however, is never 
seen at Westminster now. 


Mr. Lioyd George. 


In Liberal circles it is thought that the 
translation of Mr. Asquith to the House 
of Lords will do much to heal the rupture 
in the party, and that the anti-Lloyd- 
Georgeites will now agree to the inevitable. 
It is probable that Mr. Asquith, in accept- 
ing a peerage, may have had this in his 
mind; for it is known that he Was not at 
all happy concerning the disruptien of his 
little following. Mr. Lloyd George, as 
leader of the party in the House of 
Commons, will occupy a very commanding 
position in its councils, and in the course 
of time probably will succeed to the un- 
disputed leadership. 


The Eclipse. 


Much valuable information concerning 
the eclipse of the sun on Saturday was 
gathered in the United States, but it will 
take at least two years before it can be 
collated and completed for publication. 
Great interest is taken in scientific circles 
here regarding the statement made by a 
United States aerial observer that from 
an altitude of sixteen thousand feet the 
flames from the sun’s corona all seemed 
to point to Jupiter. Astronomers are 
wondering whether the shape of the 
streamers has altered the hope to hear 
further on this interesting point. At 
Greenwich the observers were unable to 
carry out the observations arranged. The 
principal work there would have been the 
securing of valuable details regarding the 
exact moment of contact. On this point 
it is reported that there were variations 
in the time of contact rece ded by various 
observers in the United States, but Green- 
wich will make no comment upon this 
ng some kind of official detail is avail- 
able. 


Night Clubs. 

The Bishop of London celebrated his 
sixty-seventh birthday to-day by heading a 
deputation to the Home Secretary on the 
question of a more direct supervision of 
night clubs. In his reply to the deputa- 
tion, the Home Secretary made an im- 
portant announcement. He intends to 
seek powers from Parliament which will 

ive the police the right of open entry 

to night clubs which they do not now 
possess It is understood that he intends 
to propose to the House of Commons a 
measure similar to the Bill of 1915 which 
embodied the war-time restrictions, and to 
apply to clubs coming within the definition 
of a night club,“ this being a club not 
habitually opened before 6 p.m., and re- 
maining open until after 1 am. Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks explained that he 
did not intend to bring in a Bill relating 
to all clubs, since there was no evidence 
of any widespread evil. 


The Albanian Minister. 

The Albanian Minister in London, M. 
Konitsa, has resigned. The fact has wot 
been officially published, but I am able to 
state it positively. M. Konitsa’s resigna- 
tion is in no way due to the recent 
decision of the new Albanian Premier, 
Ahmed Zogu, to form a Republic, but 
rather is a result of dissatisfaction with 
the whole business of the last revolution 
in Albania. It is no secret that M. 
Konitsa, who has been representing his 
country in London for many years, built 
great hopes upon the revolution last 
summer in Albania, the coup which 
brought Monsignor Fan Noli into power. 
As he himself is the first to admit now, 
the Fan Noli Administration proved itself 
incompetent. For the future he intends to 
devote his attention to commerce. 


Shaw Plays. 


Mr. Bernard Shaw is to become 
a dramatist for the million, if the presen- 
tation of his plays for a season is success- 
ful; An experiment is to be tried at the 
Chelsea Palace Theatre next week, and 
three plays will be produced during the 
first. week. If the season is successful, it is 
intended to produce no fewer than twelve 
in succession. The highest price will be 
five shillings, and in all there will be 
fifteen hundred seats which may be hooked 
in advance. The season will be under the 
direction of Mr. Macdona.

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“CANADIAN TRADE. 


IMPROVING. BRITISH 
SALES. 
—————— 


OTTAWA, Sunday. 

An indication of the increasing purchasing 
power of the main body of Canadian con- 
sumers is found in the official crop report, 
issued by the Bureau of Statistics, 2 
an increased value of last year’s rns 
17 roots and fodder, amounting to 
„0 0⁰⁰0 dollars, com ed with 
ceding year. In spite of the greatly 
production of grain the average net price re- 
ceived by farmers for wheat last year was 
1.22 dollars, compared with 0.67 dollars in 
| 1925. Including other increased values for 
ithe year's aie ites ot of dairy livestock, 
eggs, etc., the total amount received by the 

ricultural community is considerably over 
100,000,000 dollars in excess of the preceding 
year, while at the same time the costs of 
production have been lower. 

Winnipeg wheat prices have passed the 
two-dollar mark during the week, and it is 
estimated that there are still in the farmers’ 


benefit by the increased price. The 
value of the agricultural yield last year was 
considerably over 1,060,000,000 dollars 
which is the highest since the peak prices of 
the war years. The effect of this is being 
gradually, but steadily, manifested on whole- 
sale and retail business, and the clearing up 
of old obligations and borrowings of the 
preceding years. 

A conference of British Trade Commis- 
sioners in Canada has been held at Montreal 
during the past week, on ways and means of 
improving British sales in Canada. The 
Senior Trade Commissioner, Mr. F. W. Field, 
in a statement issued subsequently, says:— 
„Our belief is that, with an adequate appre- 
ciation of the situation on the part of British 
manufacturers, and proper treatment of the 
market by them, additional trade can be 
secured for certain commodities, 8 
disturbance of Canadian industry. Britis 
firms who know the Canadian market in- 
timately,.as a rule, are securing a fair share 
of the business now offering.“ om, 

Mr. Field expressed the hope that within 
the near future large sums of British capital 
will be invested in Canada. He emphasises 
the desirability of frequent visits to Canada, 
not only of individual. British manufacturers, 
but also of groups of manufacturers, thus 
securing. a mutual understanding of condi- 
tions. In respect of the textile industries, he 
intimates that a joint conference of the two 
groups of manufacturers—Canadian and 
British—will discuss, in the near future, the 
whole question of selling conditions, with 
material benefit to both groups.—(Reuter.)

In confirmation of the statement that Satur- 
day's total eclipse of the sun was five seconds 
later than the time expected, it is reported 
to-day that a graduate of Swathmore College, 
who was making observations for a group 
of eminent scientists, gathered at Yale Ubser- 
vatory, after receiving signals that the phase 
of totality had been reached, saw wisps of 
sunlight, and counted five seconds before 


s7% the sun was wholly obscured. 


The reports of American obgervers that the 
‘eclipse was from three to five seconds late 
have not caused British astronomers 
feverishly to re-investigate their calculations, 

There would be nothing surprising, even 
if the eclipse were ten seconds late, said 
the Secretary of the Royal Astronomical 
Society ‘yesterday. ‘‘ Calculations in connec- 
tion with the movements of the moon are the 
most complicated in astronomy, and it is 
quite impossible to calculate the eclipse 
to within ten seconds.

The meeting of the shareholders of the 
Hibernian Bank was a College Green, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Martin Francis Mahony, chairman of 
the board of directors, presided, the other 
directors present being Messrs. T. L. Moore, 
P. J. Brady, C. E. Lambkin, W. R. Nolan, 
C. H. O'Conor, and A. T. Collms, general 
manager. 

The report of the dheetors was read by Mr. 
Collins. It has already been published in full. 
The dividend for the half-year is at the rate 
of 10 per cent. per annum, free of income tax. 

The report added :—** The year 1925 being 
the centenary of the establishment of the 
bank, the directors propose that it be 
signalised by increasing the rate of dividend 
to 10 per cent. per annum, free of income tax, 
and allocating the sum of £10,000 out of the 
profits as the nucleus of a fund for the benefit 
of the widows and orphans of officials of the 
bank. 

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

In moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, 

The Chairman said—The report and the 
accompanying statement of aecounts, which 
have been in your hands for some days past, 
have, I hope, proved gratifying to you. The 
bank’s position and the result of the half- 
vear’s working, as shown by the balance sheet 
and the profit and loss account, may, I think, 
be regarded with satisfaction. In touching 
briefly on the leading features of the balance

counts. The bills discounted overdrafts, and 
loans show an increase of about £44,000 on 
the figures of 30th June. 

DISPOSING OF THE PROFITS. 

The result of the half-year’s working is a 
net profit of £66,305, which is an increase of 
£2,268 on that for the preceding half-year. 
This profit, added to the balance of undivided 
a brought forward from the last account, 

rings the credit balance of the profit and loss 
account up to £79,473. The report sets forth 
the manner of dealing with this sum. The

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 


THE STOWE MISSAL. 

At the Royal Irish Academy yesterday, 
Professor T. F. O'Rahilly discussed the 
History of the Stowe Missal.” He said that 
the Stowe Missal, or the Lorrha Missal, 
as it might more fittingly be called, was, as 


the Monastery of Tallaght. about a.p. 600. 
From thence it appeared to have been taken 
to the Monastery of Terryglass, on Lough 
Derg, by its writer, who might well have 
been Maeldithruib, the anchorite of Terry- 
glass,” who had spent some time in Tallaght. 
After the absorption of Terryglass in Lorrha 
the Missal passed into the custody of the 
latter monastery. When the MLorrha 
Monastery was dissolved in the sixteenth 
century the Missal was hidden in the wall of 
a neighbouring castle, where it came into the 
possession of a Mr. Dalton, of Grenanstown, 
near Nenagh. Later a member of the Grace 
family uired it and presented it to the 
Marquis Buckingham, in whose library at 
Stowe House it remained for half a century. 
DISCOVERY IN A QUARRY. 

Professor A. F. Dixon, Sc.D., and Professor 
R. A. S. Macalister, Litt. D., with the aid of 
drawings and photographs, described the result 
of their investigations in a quarry at Ballipa- 
courty, near Cappagh, Co. Waterford. Here 
the limestone is much fissured with clefts of 
unknown depth. As there is an underground 
river, it was im ible to excavate it 
thoroughly. Both explorers worked into a 
cave for ut a week apiece, and at the 
entrance to the clefts found the remains of six 
or eight people. Professor Dixon also found 
part of a bow! of sandstone, with interlacing 
pattern upon it The presence of water pre- 
= them from penetrating further into the 
clefts.
